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Reason for allowance 
A llowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 8-16, the present application teaclies a plurality of clients for 
different users use on-line services via a mobile communications network in a system 
comprising: an application database for holding a group of different applications for 
providing associated services to a client, the applications being configured to provide 
clients with unlimited off-line use and limited on-line use, an account database for 
keeping record of the amount of available on-line use of different services provided to 
the client and an on-line service controller for running on-line services with different 
clients and for causing the account database to reduce in a predetennined manner the 
amount of available on-line use when the client uses the on-line service, if the on-line 
use is allowed. The clients are capable of obtaining a desired application from 
communications network, unrestrictedly when desired the application database via the 
mobile running the desired application off-line by the user, and running the application in 
communication with the on-line service controller using the mobile communications 
network to use the on-line service associated with the desired application when desired 
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by the user of the client. Corresponding methods, apparatus and computer programs 
have also been disclosed specifically mention on claims 1 , 8-16. 

The closest prior art to the present application such as Maxwell (US Publication 
2004/0148229) teaches a system for purchasing software online includes a plug-in 
used by a software application on a computing device to enable software purchases 
offline. During a first time software purchase, the plug-in captures credit card, address, 
and e-mail information that is stored on the computing device. The software then 
is enabled, but the software purchase is pending until the computing device goes online to 
complete the pending transaction. For subsequent software purchases, when the computing 
device once again goes online, the subsequent pending transactions are processed. In other 
embodiments, distributor, software development tool provider, affiliate, and partner relationships 
with third parties are provided. In fiuther embodiments, a coupon, up-selling, or special offer 
mechanism, an online software store, a site license server, a software developer's kit 
(SDK), including an application programming interface (API) are provided. Maxwell 
publication teaches a processor for running the application off-line whenever desired by 
the user and for running the downloaded application on-line when desired by the user if 
allowed by the controller. However, the off-line activity in Maxwell teaches the 
registration of information required to purchase software and the purchasing of the 
software, pending a synchronization operation. The on-line activity discussed in Maxwell 
allowing software vendors to retrieve a list of their registered users and to manage 
software they have available, and to initiating a synchronization operation that will 
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complete the software purchasing process and provide the registered users with any of 
the vendors' software updates. By comparison, the present application claims a 
processor for running the downloaded application in an off-line mode whenever desired 
by a user of the client and for running the downloaded application in an on-line mode 
when desired by a user of the client if allowed and supported by the controller, 
dependent on the monitoring. The off-line and on-line activities of the Maxwell 
publication do not contemplate running the downloaded applicationjn an off-line or on- 
line mode, and further do not contemplate running at the client as opposed to at the 
server as specifically mention on claims 1 , and 8-16.
